In defance of the rain, which prevailed from
early morning until about noon, when there
was a slight clearing up of the weather, the
Senate galleries were crowded with spectators
eager to witness theopening of theFifty-second
Congress. The presidential and diplomatic
galleries were unoccupied, but the reserved
sections were well filled with ladies. including
wives and daughters of Senators. Here
and there throughout the chamber the

rice President's desk was distinguished in alike manner. There was an unusually large
number of new Senators to be sworn in. count-
ing up seventeen without the Senator from
Florida. neither the name of Mr. Call nor that
of Mr. Davidson being on the printed list of
Seratora.

PsAuN Or CEAraIN autL .

At noon the Vice President took the chair
and the session was opened with prayer by the
chaplain, Rev. J. 0. Butler. After renderingthanks for the abundant harvests and for con-
tinued peace and prosperity (not granted so
richly to other people) the chaplain prayed for
continued favor for the nation and for bless-
ings on the President. Vice President, cabinet
and both houses of Congress. He prayed also
for the old Jewish people-the descendants of
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob-now persecutedand scattered, and so to animate the hearts and

TRE CAsE O ME. BRICE.
The credentials of Mr. Brice as Senator-elect

from Ohio having been presented and read,
Mr. Sherman said: "Before the oath of office
is administered to Mr. Brice I desire to saythat a large portion of the citizens of Ohio con-
tend that he was not an inhabitant of that state
at the time of his election and was, therefore,
not eligible to a seat in this body. On examin-
ing the precedents (of which there are several in
the history of the government, and some
of them most important) I am entirelysatisfiod that Mr. Brice is entitled to be sworn
in on the prima facie case of his credentials,whicn are regular in form. I simply give this
notice, however, so that his being sworn may
not be considered any waiver, or any misappre-hension, or misconstruction, if the people or thelegislature of Ohio should assert and prove to
the satisfaction of the Senate that Mr. Brice
was not at the time of his election an inhabit-
ant of Ohio. I think that this sta.tement from
me is proper and necessary. But I make no
objection to the swearing in of Mr. Brice."

CALL AND DUBoIS To TAKE TiE OATH.
Mr. Hoar submitted a motion that Mr. Call

be admitted to take the oath of Senator from
the state of Florida, and said that he would not
press the motion now, but let it go over till to-
morrow.

The distinguished Vermonter was
always present when the Senate was called to
order on the first day, and very many re-
grets were heard when his absence became
evident. One of the things Senator Edmunds
always did was to repeat aloud and in companywith the chaplain the Lord's Prayer-a peti-tion which belongs peculiarly to the ceremo-nies attendant on the opening day of
a new session. Some of the old-timers
supposed that Senator Kyle (he beinga minister) would follow in the Vermont states-
man's footsteps, but they were disappointed.The chaplain prayed alone today for the first
time.

nExIZMBANCE or IxoALL.
Then Ingalls was not there. He was such a

conspicuous figure that a failure to miss him
was impossible. Senator Voorhees may have
felt relieved at the absence of his old adver-
sary. but he said nothing about it.
Ex-Senator Payne's place was filled by Senator
Erice and a good many people commented onthe physical contra.st between the new man and
his predecessor.
